_ within such a short time. 


But are we much different? We have sorrowed and sym- 
“-pathized with Christ during Lent; we have grieved over our 
past ingratitude, and have made résolutions of loyalty. But 
will these be our permanent disposition? In fact we do not 
If anything 


The people of Jerusalem “knew not what they did.” 
Most of them did not know much about Christ; they had 
not been such objects of His great love as we are. Not one 
of them ever enjoyed intimate personal union with Him as 
‘we do in Holy Communion. But how often have we received 
Him with 4 welcome on Sunday, as the Jews did on the 
‘first Palm Sunday, and before Friday drove Him from our 
hearts? 

On Good Friday reparation should be uppermost in our 
minds, and more stable loyalty should be our post-Lenten 
resolution. 


PREVENTION MORE IMPORTANT THAN 
REFORM 


If the churches of America will ever hope to wield an 
influence over the sixty per cent of our population which does 
not hold formal membership in any of the religious organiza- 
tions, one of their principal functions must be to create a 
public opinion in favor of stricter standards of morality or 
the moral educators of the rising generation will be the secu- 
lar press, the weekly and monthly magazines, the stage and 
the movies, all of which lean at present towards looser stand- 
ards. 

It must never be forgotten that the agencies of evil oper- 
ate full time seven days a week while the Christian churches, 
for the most part, have contacts with only a portion of their 
people on one day of the seven. If public opinion were pro- 
nouncedly on:the side of the churches, were interested in 
having youth.steered morally from infancy, the press and the 
theater would-co-operate in the same direction. 

We must interest ourselves in less reform and in more 
prevention. “We must work more with the tender plants and 
less with the crooked full grown trees. 

The anti-religious forces in several countries look for 
their present programs to bear fruit in another generation by 
keeping religious instruction away from the child of today. 
Religious forces must work for results in the next generation 
by centering their principal efforts on the child of this 
generation, 

If the churches would have the support of society for its 
program in behalf of improved morality, it should try to. pro- 
duce Christian statesmen and not politicians. “The true 
statesman,” it has been-said, “thinks of the next generation. 
while the politician thinks of the next election.” 

The American home has broken down completely. 
by exception is it a nursery of spirituality. Yet what can take 
its place, speaking practically and not theoretically? The 
churches cannot take its place in favor of the two-fifths of 
the rising generation, because fully three-fifths of parents do 
not patronize the church, and do not send their children for 
religious instruction. These parents themselves are woefully 
illiterate spiritually, and their children are being brought up 
as spiritual illiterates, Spiritual illiterates cannot be expected 
to be conspicuous for moral lives, which normally can follow 
only as effect follows from cause from moral training. 

The school cannot supply the lack of moral tone in the 
home, because the schools in the United States are occupied 
almost altogether with instruction in secular matters, and 
are not supposed to take any account of the life to come. In- 
dividual teachers may exalt high ideals and ethical] standards. 
but even when these receive response from the children the 

motive is a “good name, “respectability.” No person becomes 
‘enthusiastic about matters of which he is completely ignorant 
and we must all confess that more than one-half the children

The Paschal Candle was originally 
a pillar of wax on which the Patriarch 
of Alexandria wrote out the day of 
Easter, Alexandria formerly possess- 
ed the best astronomers whom the 
Patriarch consulted concerning the 
date of Easter, and according to their 
decision, acquainted the Pope of the 
date of Easter. The Pope received this 
pillar of wax, afterwards changed into 
a candle, with the date of Easter upon 
it, blessed it, and sent similar ones to 
the other churches. It is a very large 
and beautiful candle and is placed on 
a special stand on the Gospel side of 
the altar, where it is lighted at Mass 
each day until the Gospel of Ascension 
Day. It is the first symbol of the 
Resurrection of Our Lord that the 
Church proposes on Holy Saturday.
